Hayes d the stabbing occurred after he tried breaking up a 
fight between Sumner and another man with whom they had 
been drinking alcohol in a teen hangout near the River Road 
bike trail north of Alton. The other man, however, testified 
Hayes was more deliberate in the stabbing 

The exact sequence of events will only be known to those 
who were there. What is clear is the amount of regret now 
evident. Two families are suffering unimaginably. One 
young man is dead, Another will be in jail for a long time to 
come

Municipally, Granite City ¥ miles behind nearby communi- 
ties that have their owr?r ‘ling centers or curbside 
rograms for collection of newspaper, plastic jugs, glass 
pottles and aluminum cans 

That makes all the more welcome the news that a business 
is congidering Granite City as site for a major recycling 
operatiYn. . 

It would be limited to plastic recycling, but from appear- 
ances, the proposal of River City Marketing would bring a 
new market innovation here. The city’s Downtown Commit- 
tee is expected to urge the city council to advertise for 
competing proposals for use of the city property in question 
(as yet undisclosed) 

Under the plan, a downtown site would be used to sort and 
process plastic collected by local waste haulers. Sorting is 
the first step in a new recycling process characterized as less 
expensive than manufacturing virgin plastic 

Processing after sorting had previously required shipment 
to an intermediary site to break the plastic down into pellets, 
which were then shipped back to the recycler to be reformed 
into containers suitable to package non-edible products such 
as windshield solution and anti-freeze. 

New technology said to now make it possible to process 
the plastic locally and at a price cheaper than virgin 
material. 

Concern over the environment indicates that it is impera- 
tive steps be taken to preserve resources. Granite City could 
be a cog in a big program if it wants to be. And it could make 
better use of such a program by pushing ahead with its own 
municipal recycling endeavors 

There are-many more incidentals with the River City 
Marketing plan and everything is still speculative at this 
point, but city leaders appear excited. We share in their 
enthusiasm. + ‘e

Reader getting less, paying more 


To the editor 


I would like to comment on some of Mayor Von Dee Cruse’s 
recent proposals for raising additional city revenues 

One of his proposals was the raising of the sales tax an 
additional ‘4 percent. His reasoning is that Granite City has 
jost so much business to Fairview Heights that we have to 
make up for the loss with an increase in the sale tax. I can’t 
help but feel that this thinking is faulty 

Granite City already ha sales tax above that in many 
other area communities. Part of the reason the citizens of 
Granite City shop in Fairview Heights and other communities 
is that they are forced to because there just is no place to 
purchase some items in Granite City. Clothing stores are not 
numerous in this community and if you need special items 
(such as clothes for tall men) you are forced to look at a 
place other than Granite City in order to purchase the same 

Thus, it seems to me that this proposal will penalize the 
Granite City merchants rather than help them as it will dis 
courage people from buying locally because they must 
more for a given product. And it may even discourage-new- 
business from opening their doors here as well 

Also, there was a proposal. that business license fees be 
increased. Again, for a small business if the fees. are 
increased too dramatically, these businesses may choose to 
open their doors in another community where the fee struc 
ture is not as high. And if fewer businesses open their doors, 
we may find there is another and another increase in our 
sales taxes to make up for the continuing decrease in sales 

Regarding an increase in city stickers to $10 or $15, again, 
this seems to be out of line. Many communities Collinsville, 
for instance — no longer even have city stickers 

It appears that many of the mayor's proposals will hurt 
area businesses and the individuals who attempt to shop local- 
ly. It would seem to me that the solution is not to increase 
sales taxes and fees which will ultimately penalize local busi 
nesses and local consumers. We need to attract more business 
to the community so that there is a- broader tax base 

I know that this is a problem that our community has and 
continues to struggle with. However, it is my thought that the 
empty store fronts downtown, for instance, could be rented out 
at a discount to individuals who were willing to open business- 
es there in order to attract more people to downtown 

Finally, regarding trash fees, I do not feel that Granite City 
offers its residents nearly what other communities do. Ma 
son, for instance, had a_contract negotiated with Laidla’ 
which included pickup of yard waste. Not so for Granite City 
Each individual had to arrange for his or her own service. 
And Collinsville, Glen Carbon and Edwardsville, for instance, 
also have curbside recycling provided by the city. a 

In essence, it would ap) r that many of Mayor Cruse’s 
proposals will continue to drive people from Granite City. For 
many of us — the elderly, the unemployed, the ple with 
families, and the middie class worker who would tike to be 


_able to put something aside for retirement — it is no longe! 


worth it anymore. We find that we are getting less and h 
for our dollar in terms of city services even though we are 
being asked to pay more
